setup would consist of a dozen 
Nike Zeus interceptor batteries 
perhaps spaced along the na-

TUSKEGEE, Ala. (AP) - 


Lucius D. Amerson takes office 
Jan. 16 as sheriff of Macon 
County, which wouldn't be much 
new except that Amerson is a 
Negro. In fact, he's the first Ne- 
gro elected sheriff in the South 
since Reconstruction days. 


"I am going to make sure," 


said Amerson, "that no one in 
Macon County will receive un- 
fair 
or 
brutality-type 
treat- 


ment." 


"There will be no partiality 


shown 
toward 
Negroes 
or 


whites," the 33-year-old Army 
veteran said in an interview in a 
rented office just off the campus 
of famed Tuskegee Institute. 


Amerson will be chief law en- 


forcement officer in a county 
which is 83 per cent Negro. He 
won his four-year term by beat- 
ing two whites, including the 
incumbent sheriff, in May pri- 
maries and the Noverrl:er gen- 
eral election. The sheriff in Ma- 
con County, who nornr'lly has 
four or five uniformed deputies, 
is paid by a fee system which 
can net from $8,000 a year up.

about his election is that "more 
people are beginning to take an 
interest in those who govern 
them. I think the time has come 
when the white citizens of Ala-

the best interest of all the peo- 
ple."

ENUGU, Nigeria (AP) - For 


a foreigner, arriving in the east- 
ern region from another part of 
Nigeria is like entering another 
country. 
At Enugu's airport, 


police go through luggage, read 
every letter or document they 
find, frisk travelers and occa- 
sionally ask to see passports. 


Even Nigerians do not escape 


the police search. At a crossing 
point 
from 
western Nigeria, 


police and soldiers search Nige- 
rians and confiscate any food 
they may be carrying; exports 
of foodstuffs from the eastern 
region are banned. 


All this is part of a protec- 


tive wall the easterners 
have 


thrown up around the region as 
the result of a feud that has 
been going on for 300 years. It 
reinforces the regional govern- 
ment's line that it can break 
with the rest of Nigeria. 


Industrious 
Ibo 
tribesmen 


dominate the eastern region, 
one of four virtually autonom- 
ous regions that make up the 
Federation of Nigeria. 


Under British rule, which last- 


ed nearly 100 years until 1960, 
Ibos emigrated to other parts 
of Nigeria, establishing them- 
selves in business and com- 
merce. Mostly they went to the 
northern region. 


In recent months, resentful 


northerners have brought into 
the open charges that the Ibos 
want to dominate the north. As 
a result, thousands of Ibos 'fell 
victims 
to 
massacrds while 


thousands more fled eastward 
to ancestral Ibo tribal homes.

by sexual p r o m i s c u i t y . 
Whether in our "enlightened" 
age you consider such be- 
havior immoral or not. you 
would do well to consider the 
following definition: Moralit> 
is the wisdom born of human 
suffering. 


Both syphilis and gonor- 


rhea, the two p r i n c i p a l 
venereal diseases, are caused 
by germs that are su fragile 
they can live for only a few 
minutes outside the human 
body 
They die quickly at 


room temperature or when 
exposed to a drying atmos- 
phere. 


The first sign of syphilis is 


a hard sore, called a chancre, 
which develops at the place 
where the germ enters the 
body 
after 
an 
incubation 


period of 10 to 90 days. Since 
it is not painful and may de- 
velop, especially in women, 
deep inside the genital tract, 
it may pass unnoticed. 


About four weeks after the 


occurrence of the chancre the 
second stage appears. This 
consists of a measleslike rash 
over the entire body but syph- 
ilis is a great fooler. It imi- 
tates many other diseases and 
its course is often atypical. 
Some persons never get the 
rash or have one that is lim- 
ited to a small area. 


An expectant mother can 


transmit the disease to her 
unborn child. This is about 
the only exception to trans- 
mission by sexual contact. All 
pregnant women should have 
a blood test early in the 
course of the pregnancy.
